To authorize appropriations for fiscal year 1996 for the

Coast Guard, and for other purposes.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Coast Guard Author-4

ization Act For Fiscal Year 1996’’.5
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TITLE I—AUTHORIZATIONS1

SEC. 101. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.2

Funds are authorized to be appropriated for nec-3

essary expenses of the Coast Guard for fiscal year 1996,4

as follows:5

(1) For the operation and maintenance of the6

Coast Guard, $2,618,316,000, of which $25,000,0007

shall be derived from the Oil Spill Liability Trust8

Fund.9

(2) For the acquisition, construction, rebuild-10

ing, and improvement of aids to navigation, shore11

and offshore facilities, vessels, and aircraft, includ-12

ing equipment related thereto, $428,200,000, to re-13

main available until expended, of which $32,500,00014

shall be derived from the Oil Spill Liability Trust15

Fund to carry out the purposes of section16

1012(a)(5) of the Oil Pollution Act of 1990.17

(3) For research, development, test, and evalua-18

tion of technologies, materials, and human factors19

directly relating to improving the performance of the20

Coast Guard’s mission in support of search and res-21

cue, aids to navigation, marine safety, marine envi-22

ronmental protection, enforcement of laws and trea-23

ties, ice operations, oceanographic research, and de-24

fense readiness, $22,500,000, to remain available25
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until expended, of which $3,150,000 shall be derived1

from the Oil Spill Liability Trust Fund to carry out2

the purposes of section 1012(a)(5) of the Oil Pollu-3

tion Act of 1990.4

(4) For retired pay (including the payment of5

obligations otherwise chargeable to lapsed appropria-6

tions for this purpose), payments under the Retired7

Serviceman’s Family Protection and Survivor Bene-8

fit Plans, and payments for medical care of retired9

personnel and their dependents under chapter 55 of10

title 10, United States Code, $582,022,000.11

(5) For alteration or removal of bridges over12

navigable waters of the United States constituting13

obstructions to navigation, and for personnel and14

administrative costs associated with the Bridge Al-15

teration Program, $16,200,000, to remain available16

until expended.17

(6) For necessary expenses to carry out the18

Coast Guard’s environmental compliance and res-19

toration functions, other than parts and equipment20

associated with operations and maintenance, under21

chapter 19 of title 14, United States Code, at Coast22

Guard facilities, $25,000,000, to remain available23

until expended.24
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SEC. 102. AUTHORIZED LEVELS OF MILITARY STRENGTH1

AND TRAINING.2

(a) ACTIVE DUTY STRENGTH.—The Coast Guard is3

authorized an end-of-year strength for active duty person-4

nel of 38,400 as of September 30, 1996.5

(b) MILITARY TRAINING STUDENT LOADS.—For fis-6

cal year 1996, the Coast Guard is authorized average mili-7

tary training student loads as follows:8

(1) For recruit and special training, 1604 stu-9

dent years.10

(2) For flight training, 85 student years.11

(3) For professional training in military and12

civilian institutions, 330 student years.13

(4) For officer acquisition, 874 student years.14

SEC. 103. QUARTERLY REPORTS ON DRUG INTERDICTION.15

Not later than 30 days after the end of each fiscal16

year quarter, the Secretary of Transportation shall submit17

to the Committee on Transportation and Infrastructure18

of the House of Representatives and the Committee on19

Commerce, Science, and Transportation of the Senate a20

report on all expenditures related to drug interdiction ac-21

tivities of the Coast Guard during that quarter.22
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SEC. 104. ENSURING MARITIME SAFETY AFTER CLOSURE1

OF SMALL BOAT STATION OR REDUCTION TO2

SEASONAL STATUS.3

(a) MARITIME SAFETY DETERMINATION.—None of4

the funds authorized to be appropriated under this Act5

may be used to close Coast Guard multimission small boat6

stations unless the Secretary of Transportation deter-7

mines that maritime safety will not be diminished by the8

closures.9

(b) TRANSITION PLAN REQUIRED.—None of the10

funds appropriated under the authority of this Act may11

be used to close or reduce to seasonal status a small boat12

station, unless the Secretary of Transportation, in co-13

operation with the community affected by the closure or14

reduction, has developed and implemented a transition15

plan to ensure that the maritime safety needs of the com-16

munity will continue to be met.17

TITLE II—PERSONNEL18

MANAGEMENT IMPROVEMENT19

SEC. 201. HURRICANE ANDREW RELIEF.20

Section 2856 of the National Defense Authorization21

Act for Fiscal Year 1993 (Public Law 102–484) applies22

to the military personnel of the Coast Guard who were23

assigned to, or employed at or in connection with, any24

Federal facility or installation in the vicinity of Homestead25

Air Force Base, Florida, including the areas of Broward,26

Collier, Dade, and Monroe Counties, on or before August1

24, 1992, except that—2

(1) funds available to the Coast Guard, not to3

exceed a total of $25,000, shall be used; and4

(2) the Secretary of Transportation shall ad-5

minister that section with respect to Coast Guard6

personnel.7

SEC. 202. EXCLUDE CERTAIN RESERVES FROM END-OF-8

YEAR STRENGTH.9

Section 712 of title 14, United States Code, is10

amended by adding at the end the following:11

‘‘(d) Reserve members ordered to active duty under12

this section shall not be counted in computing authorized13

strength of members on active duty or members in grade14

under this title or under any other law.’’.15

SEC. 203. PROVISION OF CHILD DEVELOPMENT SERVICES.16

Section 93 of title 14, United States Code, is amend-17

ed by striking ‘‘and’’ after the semicolon at the end of18

paragraph (t)(2), by striking the period at the end of para-19

graph (u) and inserting ‘‘; and’’, and by adding at the20

end the following new paragraph:21

‘‘(v) make child development services available22

to members of the armed forces and Federal civilian23

employees under terms and conditions comparable to24

(a) CONVEYANCE REQUIREMENT.—The Secretary of15

Transportation shall convey to the Ketchikan Indian Cor-16

poration in Ketchikan, Alaska, without reimbursement17

and by no later than 120 days after the date of enactment18

of this Act, all right, title, and interest of the United19

States in and to the property known as the ‘‘Former Ma-20

rine Safety Detachment’’ as identified in Report of Excess21

Number CG–689 (GSA Control Number 9–U–AK–0747)22

and described in subsection (b), for use by the Ketchikan23

Indian Corporation as a health or social services facility.24
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(b) PROPERTY DESCRIBED.—The property referred1

to in subsection (a) is real property located in the city2

of Ketchikan, Township 75 south, range 90 east, Copper3

River Meridian, First Judicial District, State of Alaska,4

and commencing at corner numbered 10, United States5

Survey numbered 1079, the true point of beginning for6

this description: Thence north 24 degrees 04 minutes east,7

Section 31321(a) of title 46, United States Code, is3

amended by adding at the end the following new para-4

graph:5

‘‘(4)(A) A bill of sale, conveyance, mortgage, assign-6

ment, or related instrument may be filed electronically7

under regulations prescribed by the Secretary.8

‘‘(B) A filing made electronically under subparagraph9

(A) shall not be effective after the 10-day period beginning10

on the date of the filing unless the original instrument11

is provided to the Secretary within that 10-day period.’’.12

SEC. 404. BOARD FOR CORRECTION OF MILITARY RECORDS13

DEADLINE.14

(a) REMEDIES DEEMED EXHAUSTED.—Ten months15

after a complete application for correction of military16

records is received by the Board for Correction of Military17

Records of the Coast Guard, administrative remedies are18

deemed to have been exhausted, and—19

(1) if the Board has rendered a recommended20

decision, its recommendation shall be final agency21

action and not subject to further review or approval22

within the Department of Transportation; or23

(2) if the Board has not rendered a rec-24

ommended decision, agency action is deemed to have25
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been unreasonably delayed or withheld and the ap-1

plicant is entitled to—2

(A) an order under section 706(1) of title3

5, United States Code, directing final action be4

taken within 30 days from the date the order5

is entered; and6

(B) from amounts appropriated to the De-7

partment of Transportation, the costs of obtain-8

ing the order, including a reasonable attorney’s9

fee.10

(b) EXISTING DEADLINE MANDATORY.—The 10-11

month deadline established in section 212 of the Coast12

Guard Authorization Act of 1989 (Public Law 101–225,13

103 Stat. 1914) is mandatory.14

(c) APPLICATION.—This section applies to all appli-15

cations filed with or pending before the Board or the Sec-16

retary of Transportation on or after June 12, 1990. For17

applications that were pending on June 12, 1990, the 10-18

month deadline referred to in subsection (b) shall be cal-19

culated from June 12, 1990.20

SEC. 405. JUDICIAL SALE OF CERTAIN DOCUMENTED VES-21

SELS TO ALIENS.22

Section 31329 of title 46, United States Code, is23

amended by adding at the end the following new sub-24

section:25
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‘‘(f) This section does not apply to a documented ves-1

sel that has been operated only—2

‘‘(1) as a fishing vessel, fish processing vessel,3

or fish tender vessel; or4

‘‘(2) for pleasure.’’.5

SEC. 406. IMPROVED AUTHORITY TO SELL RECYCLABLE6

MATERIAL.7

Section 641(c)(2) of title 14, United States Code, is8

amended by inserting before the period the following: ‘‘,9

except that the Commandant may conduct sales of mate-10

rials for which the proceeds of sale will not exceed $5,00011

under regulations prescribed by the Commandant’’.12

may not interfere or allow interference in any15

manner with such aids to navigation without16

express written permission from the United17

States;18

(C) there is reserved to the United States19

the right to replace, or add any aids to naviga-20

tion, or make any changes to the Montauk21

Lighthouse as may be necessary for navigation22

purposes;23

(D) the United States shall have the right,24

at any time, to enter the property conveyed25
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without notice for the purpose of maintaining1

navigation aids;2

(E) the United States shall have an ease-3

ment of access to such property for the purpose4

of maintaining the navigational aids in use on5

the property; and6

(F) the Montauk Light Station shall revert7

to the United States at the end of the 30-day8

period beginning on any date on which the Sec-9

retary of Transportation provides written notice10

to the Montauk Historical Association that the11

Montauk Light Station is needed for national12

security purposes.13

(4) MAINTENANCE OF LIGHT STATION.—Any14

conveyance of property under this section shall be15

subject to the condition that the Montauk Historical16

Association shall maintain the Montauk Light Sta-17

tion in accordance with the provisions of the Na-18

tional Historic Preservation Act (16 U.S.C. 470 et19

seq.) and other applicable laws.20

(5) LIMITATION ON OBLIGATIONS OF MONTAUK21

HISTORICAL ASSOCIATION.—The Montauk Historical22

Association shall not have any obligation to maintain23

any active aid to navigation equipment on property24

conveyed pursuant to this section.25
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(c) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section—1

(1) the term ‘‘Montauk Light Station’’ means2

the Coast Guard light station known as the Light3

Station Montauk Point, located at Montauk, New4

York, including the keeper’s dwellings, adjacent5

Coast Guard rights-of-way, the World War II sub-6

marine spotting tower, the lighthouse tower, and the7

paint locker; and8

(2) the term ‘‘Montauk Lighthouse’’ means the9

Coast Guard lighthouse located at the Montauk10

Light Station.11

SEC. 424. CONVEYANCE OF CAPE ANN LIGHTHOUSE,12

THACHERS ISLAND, MASSACHUSETTS.13

(a) AUTHORITY TO CONVEY.—14

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Transpor-15

tation shall convey to the town of Rockport, Massa-16

chusetts, by an appropriate means of conveyance, all17

right, title, and interest of the United States in and18

to the property comprising the Cape Ann Light-19

house, located on Thachers Island, Massachusetts.20

(2) IDENTIFICATION OF PROPERTY.—The Sec-21

retary may identify, describe, and determine the22

property to be conveyed pursuant to this subsection.23

(b) TERMS OF CONVEYANCE.—24
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(1) IN GENERAL.—The conveyance of property1

pursuant to this section shall be made—2

(A) without payment of consideration; and3

(B) subject to the conditions required by4

paragraphs (3) and (4) and other terms and5

conditions the Secretary may consider appro-6

priate.7

(2) REVERSIONARY INTEREST.—In addition to8

any term or condition established pursuant to para-9

graph (1), the conveyance of property pursuant to10

this section shall be subject to the condition that all11

right, title, and interest in the Cape Ann Lighthouse12

shall immediately revert to the United States if the13

Cape Ann Lighthouse, or any part of the property—14

(A) ceases to be used as a nonprofit center15

for the interpretation and preservation of mari-16

time history;17

(B) ceases to be maintained in a manner18

that ensures its present or future use as a19

Coast Guard aid to navigation; or20

(C) ceases to be maintained in a manner21

consistent with the provisions of the National22

Historic Preservation Act of 1966 (16 U.S.C.23

470 et seq.).24
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(3) MAINTENANCE AND NAVIGATION FUNC-1

TIONS.—The conveyance of property pursuant to2

this section shall be made subject to the conditions3

that the Secretary considers to be necessary to as-4

sure that—5

(A) the lights, antennas, and associated6

equipment located on the property conveyed,7

which are active aids to navigation, shall con-8

tinue to be operated and maintained by the9

United States;10

(B) the town of Rockport may not inter-11

fere or allow interference in any manner with12

aids to navigation without express written per-13

mission from the Secretary of Transportation;14

(C) there is reserved to the United States15

the right to relocate, replace, or add any aid to16

navigation or make any changes to the Cape17

Ann Lighthouse as may be necessary for navi-18

gational purposes;19

(D) the United States shall have the right,20

at any time, to enter the property without no-21

tice for the purpose of maintaining aids to navi-22

gation; and23

(E) the United States shall have an ease-24

ment of access to the property for the purpose25
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of maintaining the aids to navigation in use on1

the property.2

(4) OBLIGATION LIMITATION.—The town of3

Rockport is not required to maintain any active aid4

to navigation equipment on property conveyed pur-5

suant to this section.6

(5) PROPERTY TO BE MAINTAINED IN ACCORD-7

ANCE WITH CERTAIN LAWS.—The town of Rockport8

shall maintain the Cape Ann Lighthouse in accord-9

ance with the National Historic Preservation Act of10

1966 (16 U.S.C. 470 et seq.), and other applicable11

laws.12

(c) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section, the13

term ‘‘Cape Ann Lighthouse’’ means the Coast Guard14

property located on Thachers Island, Massachusetts, ex-15

cept any historical artifact, including any lens or lantern,16

located on the property at or before the time of convey-17

ance.18

SEC. 425. AMENDMENTS TO JOHNSON ACT.19

For purposes of section 5(b)(1)(A) of the Act of Jan-20

uary 2, 1951 (15 U.S.C. 1175(b)(1)(A)), commonly21

known as the Johnson Act, a vessel on a voyage that be-22

gins in the territorial jurisdiction of the State of Indiana23

and that does not leave the territorial jurisdiction of the24

State of Indiana shall be considered to be a vessel that25
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is not within the boundaries of any State or possession1

of the United States.2

SEC. 426. TRANSFER OF COAST GUARD PROPERTY IN3

GOSNOLD, MASSACHUSETTS.4

(a) CONVEYANCE REQUIREMENT.—The Secretary of5

Transportation may convey to the town of Gosnold, Mas-6

sachusetts, without reimbursement and by no later than7

120 days after the date of enactment of this Act, all right,8

title, and interest of the United States in and to the prop-9

erty known as the ‘‘United States Coast Guard Cuttyhunk10

Boathouse and Wharf’’, as described in subsection (c).11

(b) CONDITIONS.—Any conveyance of property under12

subsection (a) shall be subject to the condition that the13

Coast Guard shall retain in perpetuity and at no cost—14

(1) the right of access to, over, and through the15

boathouse, wharf, and land comprising the property16

at all times for the purpose of berthing vessels, in-17

cluding vessels belonging to members of the Coast18

Guard Auxiliary; and19

(2) the right of ingress to and egress from the20

property for purposes of access to Coast Guard fa-21

cilities and performance of Coast Guard functions.22

(c) PROPERTY DESCRIBED.—The property referred23

to in subsection (a) is real property located in the town24

of Gosnold, Massachusetts (including all buildings, struc-25

SEC. 427. TRANSFER OF COAST GUARD PROPERTY IN NEW3

SHOREHAM, RHODE ISLAND.4

(a) REQUIREMENT.—The Secretary of Transpor-5

tation (or any other official having control over the prop-6

erty described in subsection (b)) shall expeditiously convey7

to the town of New Shoreham, Rhode Island, without con-8

sideration, all right, title, and interest of the United States9

in and to the property known as the United States Coast10

Guard Station Block Island, as described in subsection11

(b), subject to all easements and other interest in the12

property held by any other person.13

Secretary of Transportation shall indemnify the town of7

New Shoreham, Rhode Island, for any environmental li-8

ability arising from the property, that existed before the9

date of the conveyance.10

SEC. 428. VESSEL DEEMED TO BE A RECREATIONAL11

VESSEL.12

The vessel, an approximately 96 meter twin screw13

motor yacht for which construction commenced in October14

1993 (to be named the LIMITLESS), is deemed to be15

a recreational vessel under chapter 43 of title 46, United16

States Code.17

SEC. 429. REQUIREMENT FOR PROCUREMENT OF BUOY18

CHAIN.19

(a) REQUIREMENT.—Chapter 5 of title 14, United20

States Code, is amended by adding at the end the21

following:22

‘‘§ 96. Procurement of buoy chain23

‘‘(a) The Coast Guard may not procure buoy chain—24
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‘‘(1) that is not manufactured in the United1

States; or2

‘‘(2) substantially all of the components of3

which are not produced or manufactured in the4

United States.5

‘‘(b) For purposes of subsection (a)(2), substantially6

all of the components of a buoy chain shall be considered7

to be produced or manufactured in the United States if8

the aggregate cost of the components thereof which are9

produced or manufactured in the United States is greater10

than the aggregate cost of the components thereof which11

are produced or manufactured outside the United States.12

‘‘(c) In this section—13

‘‘(1) the term ‘buoy chain’ means any chain,14

cable, or other device that is—15

‘‘(A) used to hold in place, by attachment16

to the bottom of a body of water, a floating aid17

to navigation; and18

‘‘(B) not more than 4 inches in diameter;19

and20

‘‘(2) the term ‘manufacture’ includes cutting,21

heat treating, quality control, welding (including the22

forging and shot blasting process), and testing.’’.23
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(b) CLERICAL AMENDMENT.—The table of sections1

for chapter 5 of title 14, United States Code, is amended2

by adding at the end the following:3

‘‘96.

SEC. 430. CRUISE VESSEL TORT REFORM.4

183), is amended by adding a new6

subsection (g) to read as follows:7

‘‘(g) In a suit by any person in which a shipowner,8

operator, or employer of a crew member is claimed to have9

direct or vicarious liability for medical malpractice or10

ages for the injury or death of a person who was not23

a citizen or permanent legal resident alien of the24

United States at the time of the incident giving rise25

United States, which vessel was owned by an entity4

organized other than under the laws of the United5

‘‘(B) a remedy is available to the person22

bringing the action under the laws of the nation23

in which the person maintained citizenship or24

permanent residency at the time of the incident25
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giving rise to the action and the party seeking1

to dismiss an action under paragraph (1) is2

willing to stipulate to jurisdiction under the3

laws of such nation as to such incident.4

‘‘(3) The provisions of paragraph (1) of this5

subsection shall not be interpreted to require a court6

in the United States to accept jurisdiction of any ac-7

tions.’’.8

SEC. 431. LIMITATION ON FEES AND CHARGES WITH RE-9

SPECT TO FERRIES.10

The Secretary of the department in which the Coast11

Guard is operating may not assess or collect any fee or12

charge with respect to a ferry. Notwithstanding any other13

provision of this Act, the Secretary is authorized to reduce14

expenditures in an amount equal to the fees or charges15

which are not collected or assessed as a result of this sec-16

tion.17

‘‘§ 3201. Definitions6

‘‘In this chapter—7

‘‘(1) ‘International Safety Management Code’8

has the same meaning given that term in chapter IX9

of the Annex to the International Convention for the10

Safety of Life at Sea, 1974;11

‘‘(2) ‘responsible person’ means—12

‘‘(A) the owner of a vessel to which this13

chapter applies; or14

‘‘(B) any other person that has—15

‘‘(i) assumed the responsibility for op-16

eration of a vessel to which this chapter17

applies from the owner; and18

‘‘(ii) agreed to assume with respect to19

the vessel responsibility for complying with20

all the requirements of this chapter and21
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the regulations prescribed under this chap-1

ter;2

‘‘(3) ‘vessel engaged on a foreign voyage’ means3

a vessel to which this chapter applies—4

‘‘(C) departing from a place under the ju-10

risdiction of the United States for a place in a11

foreign country.12

‘‘§ 3202. Application13

‘‘(a) MANDATORY APPLICATION.—This chapter ap-14

plies to the following vessels engaged on a foreign voyage:15

‘‘(1) Beginning July 1, 1998—16

‘‘(A) a vessel transporting more than 1217

passengers described in section 2101(21)(A) of18

this title; and19

‘‘(B) a tanker, bulk freight vessel, or high-20

speed freight vessel, of at least 500 gross tons.21

‘‘(2) Beginning July 1, 2002, a freight vessel22

and a mobile offshore drilling unit of at least 50023

gross tons.24
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‘‘(b) VOLUNTARY APPLICATION.—This chapter ap-1

plies to a vessel not described in subsection (a) of this2

section if the owner of the vessel requests the Secretary3

to apply this chapter to the vessel.4

‘‘(c) EXCEPTION.—Except as provided in subsection5

(b) of this section, this chapter does not apply to—6

‘‘(1) a barge;7

‘‘(2) a recreational vessel not engaged in com-8

mercial service;9

‘‘(3) a fishing vessel;10

‘‘(4) a vessel operating on the Great Lakes or11

its tributary and connecting waters; or12

‘‘(5) a public vessel.13

‘‘§ 3203. Safety management system14

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall prescribe15

regulations which establish a safety management system16

for responsible persons and vessels to which this chapter17

applies, including—18

‘‘(1) a safety and environmental protection pol-19

icy;20

‘‘(2) instructions and procedures to ensure safe21

operation of those vessels and protection of the envi-22

ronment in compliance with international and Unit-23

ed States law;24
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‘‘(3) defined levels of authority and lines of1

‘‘(a) SAFETY MANAGEMENT PLAN.—Each respon-16

sible person shall establish and submit to the Secretary17

for approval a safety management plan describing how18

that person and vessels of the person to which this chapter19

applies will comply with the regulations prescribed under20

section 3203(a) of this title.21

‘‘(b) APPROVAL.—Upon receipt of a safety manage-22

ment plan submitted under subsection (a), the Secretary23

shall review the plan and approve it if the Secretary deter-24

mines that it is consistent with and will assist in imple-25
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menting the safety management system established under1

section 3203.2

‘‘(c) PROHIBITION ON VESSEL OPERATION.—A ves-3

sel to which this chapter applies under section 3202(a)4

may not be operated without having on board a Safety5

Management Certificate and a copy of a Document of6

Compliance issued for the vessel under section 3205 of7

this title.8

‘‘§ 3205. Certification9

‘‘(a) ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATE AND DOCUMENT.—10

After verifying that the responsible person for a vessel to11

which this chapter applies and the vessel comply with the12

applicable requirements under this chapter, the Secretary13

shall issue for the vessel, on request of the responsible per-14

son, a Safety Management Certificate and a Document of15

Compliance.16

‘‘(b) MAINTENANCE OF CERTIFICATE AND DOCU-17

MENT.—A Safety Management Certificate and a Docu-18

ment of Compliance issued for a vessel under this section19

shall be maintained by the responsible person for the ves-20

sel as required by the Secretary.21

‘‘(c) VERIFICATION OF COMPLIANCE.—The Secretary22

Clearance may be granted on filing a bond or other surety17

satisfactory to the Secretary.’’.18
